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Histadrut calls off strikes, 
says emergency rule delayed

in trial of Jewish underground

Fifteen members of the Jewish 
terror underground were convicted 
yesterday on charges ranging from 
murder to membership in a terrorist 
organization. 

None was convicted of all the 
charges against him. The charges 
ranged from conspiracy to blow up 
the Temple Mount mosque, to the 
terror attack on the Islamic Uni- 
versity of Hebron, and the crippling 
of three West Bank mayors and die 
attempted sabotage of five Arab- 
owned buses. 

Nlnp were convicted of terrorist 
activity, which carries a 20 year max- . 
imuoi sentence, and six were era- - 
victed of membership in a terrorist 
organization, which carries a five- 
year sentence. Three were convicted 
of murder, two of manslaughter and ' 
four more of attempted murder. 

Murder carries a mandatory life 
sentence. 

The murder convictions were for 
the attack on tbe lslamic University , 
in which three people were killed 
and more than two dozen injured. 
Convicted of murder and attempted 
murder were Menachem Livni, 
Shaul Nir and Uzi Sbarabaf. The 
latter is Hebron Rabbi Moshe Levin- 
ger’s son-in-law. 

Sentencing will come after the 
defence finishes bringing character 
witnesses (see story - p.2), and after 
the prosecution, which is likely to 
seek maximum penalties for the off- 
ences, completes its summation. 

Immediately afterwards, said 
right-wing Knesset sources who 
attended yesterday's session at the 
Jerusalem District Court, the public 
efforts for clemency for the con- 
victed men will recommence. Tehiya 
and Likud sources estimated that as 


early as next week, parliamentary 
efforts on the convicted terrorists' 
behalf would begin. 

In a packed courtroom Judges 
Ya'acov Bazak, Shmuel Finklestein 
and Zvi Cohen spent more than two 
hours reading out a summary of their 
opinion,- concluding that “terror 
against terror is terror. 

As has often been shown in the 
15-month-long case. Court Presi- 
dent Bazak 's opinions were some- 
what more lenient in their view of 
the convicted men’s actions than 
were those of the other two judges. 

Nevertheless, the three judges 
agreed on the key question of 
whether the so-called underground 
was a terrorist organization. 

The defendants had spent much of 
their efforts trying to fight the terror- 
ism charge. Yehuda Etzion, the 
ideologue of the Temple Mount con- 
spiracy who believes in replacing the 
government with a Jewish kingdom, 
bad asked reporters on several occa- 
sions during the trial, “Do Ilooklike 
a terrorist?" He refused comment 


yesterday pn the conviction; 

A victory for the defence was in 
the judge's findings that the bomb- 
ing attacks on six members of the 
National Guidance Committee, 
which was comprised of the West 
Bank Palestinian leadership in the 
late 1970s, was not attempted mur- 
der, but instead “causing grievous 
bpdflyhara." 

Although there is no difference in 
the maximum 20-year sentences that 
could be imposed on the convicts, 
tiie prosecution had sought to prove 
attempted murder and the grievous 
bodily injury. 

Convicted of conspiracy to blow 
up the Temple Mount, and facing a 
maximum sentence of seven years, 
were Livni, Sbanl Nir, Yehuda 


Etzion, Yeshua Ben-Sboshan, Yit- 
zhak G anil am, Benzion Heine- 
maim, Ya’acov Hememann, Haim 
BeUrDavid, Barak Nir, and Boaz 
Hememann. 

In sharp contrast to the irreverent 
behaviour the defendants and their 
family and friends had often display- 
ed during the long trial, the cour- 
troom was quiet and reserved yester- 
day while the judges read their opin- 
ion. 

Convicted of illegal possession 
and transport of weapons were Liv- 
id, Etzion,' Shan! Net, Ben-Shoshan, 
Gamram, Ben-David and the Heine- 
manns. 

In one of the rare acquittals band- 
ed down yesterday, Barak Nir was 
acquitted of that charge. 

Bazak concluded in his minority 
opinion that becanse there was de- 
bate inside the group, about going 
through with the conspiracy, and 
becanse no date had been set to 
undertake the operation, there was 
no conspiracy . 

However. Finklestein add Cohen 
found that the group undertook acti- 
vities as part of a conspiracy. 


As first Bazak and then Finkles- 
tcin and Cohen read out their opin- ' 
ions, the defendants leaned forward 
in their seats to hear better. In the 
past, the defendants wandered in 
and out of the courtroom, often 
playing with their children and talk- 
ing with their wives in the corridors. 

There were children and babies in 
the courtroom yesterday along with 
several Knesset members, dozens of 
friends, some Kach activists, and 
nearly 50 journalists from local and 
foreign media. 

But only on one occasion did 
Bazak call for quiet - when a baby.

IAF hits terror bases near Tripoli

The Israel Air Force yesterday' 
afternoon attacked three terrorist 
bases in the Tripoli area of northern 
Lebanon, the IDF spokesman re- 
ported. The pilots reported direct 
hits on the targets and all planes 
returned safely to base. 

Two of the bases belonged to Abu 
Mussa's Fatah and are situated nine 
kilometres northeast of Tripoli. The 
third, two km. northeast of the town, 
belongs to Ahmed Jibril’s Popular 
Front for the Liberation of Palestine 
- General Command. One of the 
Abu Mussa bases has served as the 
beadqu arters of that organization . 

$ Defence sources said the Air 
Force attack was a continuation of- 
Israeli policy to hit terrorist orga- 
nizations so as to keep them off 
balance and to prevent attacks 
against Israel. 

The Jibril base hit by the Air Force 
• was a fortified position in an uninha- 
bited area, the sources said. 


' The other two targets belonged to 
. the anti-Arafat terror group led by 
Abu Mnssa. These comprised local 
headquarters consisting of single- 
storey buildings surrounded by earth-' 
works. These sites were some dis- 
tance from the Nahar Al-Bared re- 
fugee camp, the sources said. 

The Associated Press reports from 
Tripoli that the raids killed 15 people 
and started an oil- pipeline fire. 

The lightning raid demolished the 
Abu Mussa headquarters in Nahr 
el-Bared, north of Tripoli. 

Terrorists sifted through the rub- 
ble after the attack, searching for 
documents and files. 

The jets attacked another Abu 
Mussa base in Nahr. el-Bared and a 
position manned by the PFLP-GC in 
Baddawi. 

Thick black smoke and flames 
• four stories high billowed from anoil 
pipeline adjacent to the headquar- 
ters on the southern entrance to 
Nahr el-Bared. 

Oouds of smoke and dust en- 


gulfed the camps, home for more 
than 25,000 refugees, for several 
hours after the attack at 2:55 p.m. , 
Hospitals in Tripoli listed 15 peo- 
ple brought to their morgues by late 
afternoon. They said 29 others were 
wounded and hospitalized. 

The dead included six children, 
aged between eight and 12, and an 
18-year-old woman. 

Hospital officials and police said 
most of the victims were ri vitians - 
Reporters saw three warplanes di- 
ving from the skies to rocket and 
strafe the targets while three others 
circled above providing cover. 

The jets were backed by two heli- 
copter gunships which made flak- 
suppression attacks on Baddawi and 
the main coastal road linking the two 
camps. 

Reporters said there was little 
anti-aircraft fire from the camps as 
the jets swept in, dropping scarlet 
balloons to divert heat-seeking mis- 
siles. Several surface-to-air missiles

• Likud ministers lambast Moda’i’s methods

Public-sector unions repre- 
senting 70,000 civil servants and 
other public employees late last 
night called oft their strike, due 
to begin this morning. This 
occurred after Prime Minister 
Peres promised to delay the im- 
plementation of emergency reg- 
ulations regarding the firing of 
■ 10.000 of their number and cut- 
ting wages by 3 per cent, the 
Histadrut said. 

Sources In the Prune Minister’s 
Office said last night, however, that 
the emergency regulations still stand 
and that foe public-sector institutions 
must present their lists of employees 
for dismissal by midnig ht tonigh t. 

The Mekorot water company 
announced that its scheduled strike 
was also cancelled, but foe Electric 
Corporation strike was still expected 
to go ahead at press time. The EEC 
works committee was considering 
holding a telephone poll late last 
night to decide on whether to hold 
the strike. 

At a meeting at the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office that was still continuing 
late last night, some 20 union heads 
argued that the public sector should 
not be treated on an overall basis, 
and that foe number of firings and 
the scale of wage erosion should be 
decided on by each individual 
public-sector institution. 


Under the emergency legislation, 
the various public-sector institutions 
were to present lists of candidates for 
dismissal today. Peres, however, 
agreed that the presentation could 
be delayed, according to the Histad- 
rut. 

The Civil Servants Union stressed 
late last night that the strike had only 
been postponed, and that negotia- 
tions were continuing. 

Representatives of the 20 public- 
sector unions, together with Histad- 
rut Trade Union Department head 


Haim Habezfeld, were still talking 
late last night with Treasury officials. 
Peres. Histadrut Secretary-General 
Kessar and Finance Minister Moda'i 
attended the first four hours of the 
talks, but left at 9:30 p.m. ostensibly 
to fulfil “other obligations." 

Peres left the talks with the com- 
ment: ‘T cannot describe the serious- 
ness of the economic situation facing 
the country because people would 
simply up and leave." 

Peres said that under the stabiliza- 
tion plan, “inflation will be reduced 


to a minimal level by October. We 
don't want the spiral to start again 
then." 

Peres's “promise" and the deci- 
sion to postpone the strike followed 
consultations with Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir regarding - 
whether it was legally possible to 
dejav the implementation of the 
emergency recommendations. 

The public-sector representatives 
had argued that in some institutions 
it would be preferable to dismiss

Likud ministers lash Moda’i for keeping mum about plan

Likud ministers yesterday sho- 
wered harsh o'itit.ism on Finance 
Minister Moda’i, complaining that 
he had given them only skimpy and 
inaccurate information about the 


new economic measures. 

“The occasion was a meeting of 
Likud ministers at which Moda'i 
gave his party colleagues the first full 
private briefing on the government's 
economic programme and on the 
negotiations with the Histadrut. He 
came in for harsh criticism from 
nearly all the ministers, except for 
Transport Minister Haim Corfu. 


The finance minister raised some 
eyebrows when he told foe Likud 
ministers that he never dreamt that 
the package deal would end so fast, 
or that inflation would soar so high. 

Sources close to party leader and 
Vice Premier Shamir claimed that 
the ministers had in effect endorsed 
the economic programme, even 
though most of them had voted 
against it in last week’s overnight 
cabinet meeting. 

Possibly the harshest criticism 
came from Deputy Prime Minis- 
ter David Levy, who has been the 
most vehement Likud critic of the 
effects of the economic measures on 
salaried workers. Levy said there 


were already clear signs that the 
government would have to give in to 
the demands of works committees 
and the Histadrut. He said he be- 
lieved the government would not 
hold test and that the emergency 
regulations enforcing the new mea- 
sures probably will not be gazetted. 

He was joined in his criticism by 
Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Moshe Katsav, who told Moda'i: 
“You told us too little and too late.'* 
Katsav said that in his own field he 
could have devised a much better 
programme and that Moda'i should 
have consulted him. 

Minister- wi thou t-Po rtf olio Moshe 
Arens expressed resentment at 


Moda'i’s secrecy about the new reg- 
ulations. 

Arens was charged by the Likud 
about a month ago with drawing up 
an - independent Likud economic 
programme which would be submit- 
ted to the cabinet. Moda'i knew 
about this, but he let Arens continue 
working while. Arens said, not giv- 
ing him the slightest hint of the 
Treasury’s programme. 

Shamir also attacked Moda'i for 
his secrecy, saying that contrary to 
statements by Moda'i that he had 
briefed Shamir about the program- 
me, the information that he received 
before the cabinet meeting had been 
“superficial." 


Author of new policy blames 
wage erosion on defence costs

Peres from explaining policy

Failure to cut the defence budget 
in the government's new economic 
plan will be responsible for the large 
erosion in net wages to be felt in the 
coming months, Michael Bruno, one 
of the programme’s authors, said 
yesterday. 

Profeswr Bruno said that the gov- 
ernment should be pressured to cut 
the defence budget. 

According to Bruno, if the de- 
fence budget had been cut, there 
would have been enough money 
available to cover tax rebates that 
would have mitigated the erosion in 
net wages. 

He said that wages will drop by 15 
per cent in real teems between now 
and October. “How to compensate 
for that is an issue to be resolved 
through negotiations," he said. 

Bruno was adamant that the com- 


pensation payable to workers be 
limited to 14 per cent. He said that 
anything more would trigger the 
need to start devaluing the shekel 
once again. 

Bruno added that during the com- 
ing month the budget must be cut by 

51.5 billion. He said that the budget 
cut, the price and wage freeze, and 
the restrictions on credit are all 
essential elements of the plan. 

According to the forecasts made 
by the Treasury, inflation in July is to 
reach some 27 per cent. In August, 
this is expected to fall to 3.5 per cent, 
and in September, it will be around 

2.5 per cent. The Treasury expects 
prices to increase by some 32 to 35 
per cent overall during the three- 
month emergency period. 

Bruno defended the use of 
emergency regulations to implement 
the plan.

Early yesterday afternoon. 
Broadcasting Authority Director'- 
General Uri Porat received notifica- 
tion via the engineers union that the 
Histadrut was striking television 
from 9*30 p.m. that was the hour at 
which Peres was to explain the eco- 
nomic policy on a question-aod- 
answer basis. 

In a telephone conversation with 
Histadrut Trade Union Department 
Chairman Haim Haberfeld, Porat 
said that just as he was unwilling to 
be told by the government what he 
should broadcast, he was equally 


unwilling to be told by the Histadrut 
what he couldn’t broadcast. 

While he could well understand 
the sentiments behind the Histadrut 
action, he said, it was wrong for the 
Histadrut to be selective in the tim- 
ing on the strike. 

After consulting .with his col- 
leagues, Haberfeld called Porat and 
told him that the strike would com- 
mence at 8 p.m.. the starting time for 
Hebrew language broadcasts. 

Israel television had arranged to 
bring people from all over the coun- 
try to put their questions to Peres. It 
was the first time that Moked would 
have incorporated non -professional 
interviewers. 

Peres’s media adviser Uri Savir, 
last night told The Jerusalem Post: “I 
refuse to comment. The Histadrut’s 
action speaks for itself." 


Israel’s trade deficit continues to drop

Israel’s trade defidt continued to 
shrink last month. The gap between 
mer chandise imports and exports in 
June totalled 5193 million, bringing 
the defidt for the first half of the year 
to some 51.02 billion, as compared 
to 1.35b. during the same period last 
year. 

Figures released yesterday by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics showed 
that during May and June the aver- 
age trade defidt was 10 per cent 
lower than that registered in the 
previous two months. 

The bureau indicated that, after 
adjusting for seasonal factors, the 


gap between imports and exports 
was six per cent lower than in the last 
half of 1984. During July-December 
1984 the trade defidt had already 
decreased by some 14 per cent com- 
pared to its level in the previous six 
months. 

The rapid improvement in the 
defidt over the past six months has 
mainly been the result of a drop in 
imports. Imports of merchandise 
totalled some $3.9b. in January- 
Jnne, four per cent less than imports 
in foe similar period last year. At the 
same time exports registered a six 
per cent increase over the first half of 
1984, totalling S2.9b. during that 
period. 


Six killed as Moslems fight in Tripoli 



BEIRUT (Reuter). - Six people 
were killed and 10 were wounded 
when fig hting between rival Moslem' 
militias worsened overnight in the 
north Lebanese port of Tripoli, 
security sources in the dty said 
yesterday. 

The fighting in Tripoli has killed at 
least 25 people since it began on 
Monday. . 

Machine-gun and rocket battles 
between Sunni fundamentalists and 
the pro-Syrian Arab Democratic 


Party (ADP) flared at dusk and 
raged until dawn, tailing off into 
sniping. 

The ADP and fundamentalist 
militas, struggling for control of Tri- 
poli, earlier agreed to put their 
heavy weapons into storage. 

The latest dashes appear to have 
been provoked by talks between Sy- 
rian and Lebanese Moslem leaders 
in Damascus, which Sunni militia 
chief Sheikh Saeed Shaaban called 
“un-Islamic.”

Egyptians detain 
drifting Israeli yacht 

CAIRO (AP). - Security officials 
detained an Israeli yacht and eight 
people aboard it yesterday. The cap- 
tain said mechanical problems 
caused it to drift into Egyptian wa- 
ters. 

The Middle East news agency said 
the yacht Devin Bird was found 
adrift near Port Said on the 
Mediterranean Sea at the northern 
tip of rhe Suez Canal. 

It quoted the ship's captain. 
Moshe Yassou. as saying that he, 
members of his family and friends, 
were en route to Cyprus when the 
yacht experienced mechanical prob- 
lems and was pulled by the current 
into Egyptian waters near Port Said. 

Ahmed Nassar. the harbour's 
head of security, told the agency that 
the eight people on the yacht would 
remain in custody until technicians 
could verify the captain's story by 
checking the yacht’s engine. 

The Israeli Embassy here said.it 
was not aware of the incident. 


Areas’ settlers to get 
unemployment benefits 

Several hundred residents of the 
territories, mainly in the town of 
Emmanuel, will now be entitled to 
unemployment compensation and 
income supplements. 

As of yesterday. Israeli residents 
of Judea, Samaria and the Gaza 
District enjoy the benefits of the

Court hears ‘extenuating’ testimony

Aluf (res.) Rehavam Ze’evi (Gan- 
dhi) yesterday unleashed the attack 
on former defence minister Ezer 
Weinman that the defendants in the 
Jewish terror trial have for so long 
wanted to make as a justification for 
their actions. 

Immediately after the judged had 
convicted the defendants, the court 
began hearing character witnesses 
and pleas from the defence and the 
prosecution on the sentences which 
are to be handed down next week. 

First to take the stand was Ze'evi, 
who began and ended his statement 
to the court by saying that he is 
opposed “to all terror, whether Jew- 
ish or Arab." and admitted he knew 
hone of the defendants personally. 

Describing the atmosphere in the 
West Bank in the late '70s as one in 
which “the settlers felt abandoned, 
left to their fete by the government,” 
Ze’evi attacked Weizmah's policies, 
which, said the former O/C Central 
Command, “allowed the terrorists 
to flourish" in the territories. 

The defendants in the case tried 
bringing those views to the court 
during the trial, but the three-judge 
panel turned down the request, 
saying that extenuating circumst- 
ances are “irrelevant” to estab- 
lishing guilt or innocence 

When they were disallowed the 
possibility of bringing such spokes- 
men for their cause as former chief of 
staff Rafael Eitan,- former defence 
minister Ariel Sharon, and others 
known for their views on the security 
situation in the territories, the defen- 
dants gave up cooperating with 
their lawyers and refused to take the 
stand. 

Describing the “extenuating cir- 
cumstances” in the territories. Gan- 


dhi said that “before 1977. we rep- 
ressed terror, but afterwards. Weiz- 
man’s policy encouraged the growth 
of terrorism.’’ 

Ze’evi said there was a “marked 
difference between the way the gov- 
ernment handled* terrorism inside 
the Green Line, and the way it 
handled terror in the territories.” 

But he conceded prosecutor Uzi 
Hasson’s implication that no Jewish 
self-defence group sprang up inside 
the Green Line despite the 1978 
coastal road massacre and other ter- 
ror attacks inside the state. 

Also testifying as a character wit- 
ness yesterday was Knesset Member 
Binyamin Ben-Eliezer, who was the 
top military officer in the West Bank 
and Gaza until the election cam- 
paign last year, when he joined 
Weizman’s Yahad Party (now part 
-of the Alignment). 

Ben-Eliezer testified on behalf of 
Yeshua Ben-Shoshan, whose per- 
sonal heroism and courage, as a 
soldier, said Ben-Eliezer, “has made 
him a revered figure in the army ever 
since he joined my (elite) unit in late 
1968.” 

MK Yigal Cohen-Orgad (Likud J a 
resident of Ariel, praised his high- 
school friend, Samaria land dealer 
Moshe Zar, as a “sometimes naive 
activist, who was always ready with a 
helping hand.” 

Cohen-Orgad told the court that 
even after he was critically injured 
when an Arab attacked him with an 
axe, “Zar expressed no hatred of 
Arabs. He said to me that Jews 
remember only two things - Exodus 
and Amalek.” 

Among those testifying as a char- 
acter witness for Yitzhak “Akele” 
Ganiram was the education officer 
from Tel Mond prison where the 
terror group has been held for the , 
last 15 months.

(Coa tinned from Page Ooei 
whom Bazak quipped “must be 
bored" - - suddenly bawled. 

During a 20-minute recess, the 
convicted terrorists and their fami- 
lies mingled with reporters, friends 
and two dozen police guards. 

A few of the women had tears in 
their eyes, most notably Tzippi Liv- 
ni, whose husband was described as 
Defendant No.l. She has long been 
considered the unofficial leader of 
the wives and families of the defen- 
dants. 

Many of the defendants refused to 
speak with the press, bur none 
appeared to take the convictions 
with emotional distress. 

Commenting on the case of the 
attack on the mayors, where the 
judges were unanimous in finding 
the defendants guilty of grievious 
bodily injuiy, rather than of attemp- 
ted murder. Justice Ministry sources 
said that it is “extremely difficult 
within the law to determine intent." 
Since the defendants had declared in 
their confessions, they added, and 
then, to the very limited extent that 
they appeared in the courtroom as 
witnesses, that they never intended 
murder, the judges were right to 
“give the accused the benefit of the 
doubt,” as was written in the opin- 
ion.

tion to the measures. The IEC work- 


ers simply occupy a high profile 
pressure point - and they know it. 

At the same time, the altruism of 
•the Electric Corporation workers 
. must be taken with liberal quantities 
of salt. They, too, stand to take a 
drop in their standard of living, but 
the plight of the S30Q-a-month work- 
er is a far more acceptable banner 
than the relative hardships that will 
be visited on one of the most pri- 
vileged of wage-earning sectors. 

It is perhaps ironic that the 
strongest works committees are the 
most vociferous in their demands for 
radical action, while the weaker 
committees (those with less re- 
sources and less potential for causing 
serious dislocations) have generally 
adopted a more moderate tone. But 
the logic of the situation is quite 
dear. 

The IEC workers, the Bezels: 
workers, the port workers and all the 
other powerful groups have alot less 
to lose in taking, the strug g le to the 
brink. Their political clout and 
“essential worker” status put them 
in an excellent bargaining position to 
achieve at least some of tbeir objec- 
tives^.

The same qualities would enable 
them to- look out for their own in- 
terests if their independent action 
were to lead to a breach with the 
Histadrnt, Their link with the HIs- 
tadnit is not essential to their surviv- 
al as organized labour groups. 

The weaker works committees, on 
the other band, among whom num- 
ber textile workers, construction 
workers, and many other “non- 
essentials,’' depend on the Histad- 
rut’s backing tor their very survival. 
Without the labour federation, they 
would have precious little leverage 
when negotiating wage and work 
conditions agreements. Expediency 
dictates that they toe the Histadrut 
line. 

-To date, the labour action in the 


present crisis has been kept securely 
within the Histadrufs ambit. HisTad- 
rut Secretary-General Yisrael Kes- 
sar and Trade Union Department 
Chairman Haim Haberfeld have 
orchestrated the unrest with elan; 
allowing the works committees to 
shoot off at the mouth while keeping 
strict control over their actions. 

It is in Kessar’s interests to be able 
to point to grassroots pressure as a 
reason for demanding quick conces- 
sions from the government. The 
message he is putting across is that if 
he, sensible, moderate and res- 
trained, is thwarted the mob will 
take over with inconceivably horrific 
consequences. 

At the same time. Kessar has to 
demonstrate that he is able to con- 
trol the mob, given the necessary 
cooperation from the government. 
A labour leader without divisions 
behind him would have little chance 
of success in the negotiations. 

Thus, at a meeting of powerful 
works committee heads on Monday, 
the Histadrut's “moderate" line 
came in for sustained criticism and a 
decision for an immediate general 


strike was adopted. However, at a 
meeting 'of Haberfeld's strike com- 
mittee later in the day.' the decision 
was moderated to allow for a re- 
latively harmless strike by three 
works committees while maintaining 
the maximum publicity effect. 

It is a tricky line that the Histadrut 
is following. Unbridled public state- 
ments against the government prog- 
ramme could have' the effect of en- 
fiaming the workers to the point that 
they actually begin to believe that 
the Histadrut is not capable of de- 
fending their interests. At that point 
the Histadrut would have defeated 
its own purposes. 

Kessar does not have much more 
time to continue juggling strikes and 
negotiations.

If the Ali gnm ent and the T -ilcnrt do 
not reach agreement on the candi- 
dates for vacant Broadcasting Au- 
thority posts “the present chaos will 
continue.”

Both terrorist and criminal motives 
for the explosion are being ex- 
amined. 


Israeli Arabs have high blood pressure 


By DAVID RUDGE 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. - The incidence of high 
blood pressure among Israel’s Arab 
population is among the highest in 
the world, according to a survey 
conducted by staff of the Histadrut’s 
health fund in Nazareth. 

About 1,000 people age 10 and 
over were examined for the purpose 
of the survey which was carried out 
in 1984. For more than half of them it 
was the first time they had been 
checked for high blood pressure. 

Over 20 per cent of those ex- 
amined . suffered from, high blood 
pressure compared to an average 
incidence of 15 per centin Israel over 
all. The average In the rest of the 
world is between 15 and 20 per cent, a 
Kupat Holim Clalit spokeswoman 
reported. 

She said a breakdown of the 


Nazareth results showed that the 
incidence was higher among Catho- 
lics than among Orthodox Christians 
or Moslems. The causes of high 
blood pressure among those checked 
is in the process of being examined. 

Dr. Bashara Basharat, of the 
Kupat Holim clinic in Nazareth, said 
the results of the survey pointed to a 
lack of awareness on the part of 
many Arabs about the need for early 
dia gnosis of high blood pressure, 
and ways of preventing it. 

The health fund, which conducted 
the investigation in conjunction with 
the Technion, intends to intensify 
efforts to educate and explain to the 
local population the problems of 
high blood pressure. The health fund 
also plans to conduct a second survey 
this summer in another neighbour- 
hood of Nazareth. 


Public difiing in for price information

Veteran newsman Moshe Ron 
to be buried in Tel Aviv today

TEL AVIV. - Moshe Ron, for many 
years secretary of Israel's Daily 
Newspaper Editors Committee, 
died in his sleep at his home in 
Ramat Gan yesterday. He was 81. 

Mourners may pay their respects 
from noon today at the Journalists 
Association headquarters at Beit 
Sokolow. The funeral will leave 
from there at 1 p.m. for the Kiryat 
Shaiil cemetery. 

Born near Warsaw to a Gur hassi- 
dic family, Moshe Danzigerkron 
showed an early interest in newspap- 
er reporting. He covered public 
events for the Yiddish Zionist daily 
Hoint, and represented that paper in 
Palestine from 1935. 

He was elected secretary of the 
Journalists Association in 1939 and 
was the driving force behind the 
establishment of Beit Sokolow - the 
Journalists House in Tel Ariv, which 
was inaugurated in 1957. 

After retiring as secretary of the 
association, Ron continued to serve 
as secretary of the Editors Commit- 
tee and of the World Federation of 
Jewish Journalists, two posts in 



which he remained actively involved 
to his last day. 

He contributed to Yiddish news- 
papers in many countries, as well as 
to Yediot Aharonot, and was in- 
strumental in publishing an antholo- 
gy on the Jewish press that was. • 

A man of rare drive and initiative. 
Ron was for many years closely 
connected with Israel's political and 
social establishment. 

He is survived by a daughter, also 
a journalist, and a son. 


Tiramanjailedfor aims, drug trading 


TEL AVTV (Itim). - A resident of 
Tira village near Kfar Sava was 
yesterday sentenced to seven years 
in jail with another three years . sus- ' 
pended for dealing in weapons and 
drugs.

Nasser was given six years for 
illegal possession of and trade in 
arms, and four years for drug 
pushing, with three years of the 
sentence suspended. 


Would-be kidnappers of youth sought 


Police and security forces have 
detained a number of people sus- 
pected of trying to kidnap an 18r 
year-old youth from the Srigim re- 
gional centre near Beit Shemesh.

Yoni Dan an was waiting for a lift 
on Tuesday night near the village, 
when a car stopped for him.

Policeman gets year 
in prison for bribery 

HAIFA (Itim). - A policeman who 
worked as a medic. in the Kishon 
lock-up here was sentenced yester- 
day to a year in prison with three 
years suspended for accepting bribes 
and for breach of trust. 

43, of Carmiel, 
was found guilty of taking a prisoner 
held at Kishon to phone and shower 
in the lock-up’s infirmary, and of 
providing him with food and drugs 
last October: In return, he received 
three bottles of whisky and S100 cash 
from the prisoner.

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Thousands at funeral 
for S. African blacks 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) - 
Thousands of blacks packed a sta- 
dium yesterday for the second mass 
funeral in two days for victims of 
anti-apartheid violence after re- 
newed unrest that left at least 10 
blacks dead. 

“God is on the side of justice and 
freedom," Anglican Bishop Des- 
mond Tutu told the throng in Dudu- 
za township at the service for four 
blacks killed in grenade explosions 
two weeks ago. 

"A human being is a human being 
because he is a human being, not 
because of the colour of his skin,” 
said Tutu, the 1984 Nobel Peace 
Prize winner. 

Reporters estimated more than 
10.000 blacks attended the funeral as 
armoured police vehicles patrolled 
Duduza's streets and monitored the 
gathering with cameras from a near- 
by hilltop. Riot units kept their dis- 
tance. 

Witnesses said the service was 
emotional but more peaceful than 


Tuesday's mass funeral in neigh- 
bouring Kwa-Thema township for 
four more victims. During that ser- 
vice, police began firing guns near 
the site of the service and at least 
three blacks were wounded. 

Police said yesterday two more 
bodies were recovered in Kwa- 
Thema from Tuesday's violence 
there, and another black was killed 
yesterday when police opened fire 
on a crowd attacking a policeman's 
borne. That raised the death toll in 
Kwa-Thema to at least ten in one of 
the bloodiest outbreaks in ten 
months of anti-apartheid unrest. 

Gen. Johan Coetzee, commission- 
er of police said that all the victims of 
shootings in Kwa-Thema and Dudu- 
za in recent days were killed while 
attacking police patrols or homes. 
He denied residents' charges that 
police fired without need or reason 
in some cases. 

Tutu said church leaders were pre- 
paring a memorandum to the gov- 
ernment on recent violence in 
townships east of Johannesburg.

NEW DELHI (AP). - The defence 
in the Indira Gandhi murder trial 
yesterday accused her family of plot- 
ting her assassination. 

Plan Nath Lekhi, attorney for one 
of three Sikhs accused in the Octo- 
ber 31, 1984 slaying, told a jailhouse 
court that Gandhi had been killed in 
a family conspiracy. 

‘The most protected person in the 
world would not have died except for 
an internal plot,” Lekhi said. - 

Lekhi cited an Indian news agency 
report that quoted Gandhi as telling 
her household staff on the evening 
before her death not to make any 
plans for her November 19 birthday 
because “I do not know where I will 
be at that time.” 

It was the first time that Lekhi had 
explicitly accused Gandhi’s family in 
her death. Earlier daring the trial, be 
had suggested .that her son and suc- 
cessor, Rajiv Gandhi, had the mo- 
tive to kill her. 

Lekhi said yesterday that the con- 
spiracy was linked to Rajiv GandbTs 
Italian-born wife Sonia receiving In- 
dian citizenship only months before 


the assassination. He did not explain 
the link. 

Lekhi represents a security guard 
charged with shooting Gandhi on a 
garden path at her residential com- 
.pound. The other alleged gunman, 
mother security guard, was shot 
dead at the scene by police comman- 
dos, the government says. 

The other two Sikh defendants are 
charged 'with 'criminal conspiracy. 
The prosecution raystoeyconspired 
to fair the 66-year-old leader in re- 
venge for the June 1984 army attack 
on Sikh extremists holed up inride 
the Golden Temple in Amritsar. 

Dining yestei^y's courtroom ses- 
sion, a prosecution witness testified 
that he learned of Gandhi's death 
hours before she was pronounced 
dead at All Ihdia Institute of Medical 
Sciences. 

Balram Nath, an assistant police 
, commissioner in the prime minister's 
security, made the statement under 
cross examination by Lekhi, who has 
earlier su gg ested that theuews of the 
' death was withheld for several hours 
to frame a coverup. 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - Schools 
and colleges in the western 
Pakistani city of Quetta closed 
yesterday, as troops began house-to- 
house searches in a Shi’ite neigh- 
bourhood where at least 27 people 
have died in recent violence, resi- 
dents said. 

T roops have shoot-on -sight orders 
to enforce an unlimited curfew im- 
posed Tuesday on the tense Mar- 
riabad neighbourhood, after two 
more people died in renewed gun 
battles. 

Twenty-five people died there on 
Saturday, when shooting broke out 
between Afghan and Pakistani 
Shi'ites and police, who were 
attempting to block a banned march 
for greater religious rights. 

American diplomats here said all 


three U.S. development aid officials 
- two accompanied by their wives - 
left Quetta yesterday for Karachi as 
a result of the disturbances. 

The diplomats, mindful that 
Shi'ites in Iran and Lebanon have 
taken Americans hostage before, 
said the U.S. Embassy had not 
advised evacuation. 

Pakistani officials have blamed 
the violence on pro-Iranian Afghan 
Shi’ites trying to stir up Pakistani 
Shi'ites living in Quetta. Both 
groups are originally from the 
Persian-speaking Hazarajat region 
of central Afghanistan. 

But local Shi'ite leaders reject 
this, saying police fired on the crowd 
of about 5,000 mostly Pakistani 
Shi'ites who responded in self- 
defence. 


Two more bodies unearthed 
near remote California cabin 


SAN ANDREAS, California (AP). 
- Two decomposing bodies were 
unearthed from a newly discovered 
grave site near a cabin used by survi- 
valist Leonard Lake and companion 
Charles Ng, bringing to at least 11 
the number of victims buried in the 
area, investigators said Tuesday. 

The latest find prompted investi- 
gators to expand the search area in 
this northern California community 
to an eight-kilometre radius around 
the remote cabin, said Calaveras 
County Sheriffs spokesman Jim 
Stenquist. 


Authorities previously have link- 
ed 22 dead or missing people to the 


investigation, but it was not known if 
the latest victim or victims were on 
that list. 

Ng, 24, charged in Calgary, Alber- 
ta, with attempted norder for shoot- 
ing a Canadian security guard, has 
told investigators Lake was responsi- 
ble for crimes committed at the rural 
hillside compound where searchers 
have found piles of charred bone 
fragments and evidence of torture, 
police said. 

However, Calaveras Comity au- 
thorities said they were preparing 
two murder warrants for Ng, which 
were expected to be issued by today. 
Lake died June 6 after swallowing a 
suicide pill while in police custody. 


Philippine fishermen rescue 38 Vietnamese refugees 
MANILA ( AP). - Fishermen rescued 38 Vietnamese refugees from a sinking 
boat after 12 other refugees swam five kilometres to a northern Philippine 
coastal town to ask for help, file police said yesterday. 

The police said the fishermen found the boat adrift in the Luzon Sea. 

All 50 refugees, inducting children and women, were taken to a police 
camp at the provincial capital of Laoag and were being given food and 
medical aid by the local Red Cross, assistant provincial commander Maj. 
Belino Edralin said. • 

Edralin said that the refugees, aged from 5 to 36, told authorities they had 
been at sea for a month since they fled 1 ' Vietnam. The refugees said their 
boat's engine broke down several times and finally quit off the Philippine 
coast. 


Mexican opposition accuses ruling party of election fraud 
MONTERREY, Mexico (AP). - Ten thousand people protested alleged 
election fraud in Mexico Tuesday, claiming it cheated opposition candidate 
Fernando Canales Gariond of the governorship of Nuevo Leon state, 
i Both Canales and the ruling Institutional Revolutionary Party's candidate, 
Jorge Trevino, have claimed victory in last Sunday's election, even though 
fiie government has said it will not announce results before next Sunday.' 

Jorge Trevino said he won fairly by 71 per cent to Canales' 22 per cent, 
basing his claim on unofficial returns. 


Reagan to have benign growth removed from colon 


£4 million treasure trove found in wreck off Wales 


MOELFRE, Wales (AP). - Divers say they've 
found a treasure trove of gold aboard a ship 
wrecked and sunk in a storm 126 years ago near 
the tiny port of Moelfre on the North Wales island 
of Anglesey. 

The London Times said the fiud is believed to 
contain gold sovereigns, bars, nuggets, jewelry 
and silverware together valued at around £4 
million. 

The ship is the Royal Charter which sank 137 
metres off Moelfre in 1859 while returning from 
Australia with miners who had made fortunes in . 
the gold rush of that period. Over 400 of those on 
board died and only 39 survived. 

William Gundry-Mills, the 71-year-old great- 
great nephew of one of the survivors, said the 
casualties were so high because most of the miners 


tried to swim ashore with their pockets loaded 
down with gold and drowned. 

“My great-great unde, Thomas Trevenen Gun- 
dry, a mine lecturer and gold financier, had a 
banker’s draft so he easfly managed to swim 
ashore with just an Australian gold sovereign as a 
memento in his pocket,'* Gundry-Mills told.77ie 
Times. 

“Many of the women on board drowned be- 
cause they were too prudish to take off their 
clothes, and this hindered them while they tried to 
swim. Bat in those days not many people knew 
how to swim anyway and a lot died because of 
that," he added. 

He said the story of the disaster was passed 
down within his family. 

Kiernan Devaney, one of the diving team, said 


the gold was located Tuesday and that sovereigns, 
a gold nugget, a gold ring and about 100 other 
items have already been brought to the surface. 

He said the divers dynamited through 9 metres 
of silt, then began using a compressor to remove 
tons of sand covering the booty in the ship's 
strongroom. 

Much of the original cargo from the Royal 
Charter was said to have been salvaged within 
three months of the ship being wrecked. But 
sovereigns and jewelry have been .washed up on 
the beach nearby over the years. 

The wreck, which lies in 7.6 metres of water, is 
being guarded by the divers. 

Devaney said, “we’re all about to become very 
rich men. There’s still a lot of work to be done but 
we're all absolutely delighted.” 


WASHINGTON (AP). - President Reagan is to have a benign growth 
removed from his colon tomorrow, and doctors will perform a thorough 
examination of the president's large intestine to search for and remove any 
other polyps that may exist, a White House spokesman announced yester- 
day. 

Reagan is to undergo the procedures at Betbesda Naval Hospital just 
outside Washington and plans to remain there overnight. 

The polyp, a fleshy growth that generally causes no discomfort but 
sometimes may become cancerous if not removed, was discovered during a 
physical examination in March.

State Department report ties Sandinistas to PLO 


WASHINGTON (AP). - A new 
State Department report says Nicar- 
agua has developed close ties with 
Libya. Iran and the PLO resulting in 
“increasing dangers of violence for 
the entire (western) hemisphere.” 
The report, which has not yet been 
officially released, says the Sasdinis- 
tas’ links with these Arab entities 
estblish “Nicaragua's connection 
with international terrorism.” 

The study says Sandinista ties with 
the PLO and Libya began wefll be- 
fore the 1979 revolution. 

“Once the Sandinistas were in 
power, these relationships con- 
tinued.” it said, “The PLO sent 
them loans and military trainers, the 


Libyans sent them millions of dollars 
in financial assistance plus arms, 
pilots and military advisers. 

“The PLO was granted full di- 
plomatic status and was allowed to 
participate in military and guerrilla 
training camps in Nicaragua" it said. 

The State Department's Middle 
East bureau blocked release of the 
report for several weeks on grounds 
that it could undermine efforts by 
the Reagan administration to prom- 
ote a dialogue between Israel and a 
Jordanian- Palestinian delegation, 
U.S. officials said. 

That objection has since been 
lifted, and formal release of the 
report is expected shortly, said the 


officials. 

The report noted the Sandinistas 
signed a $23 million trade agreement 
with Iran last year. It said there have 
been several high-level meetings be- 
tween Iranian and Nicaraguan offi- 
cials, including a private audience 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
granted to Ernesto Cardenal, the 
Sandinista culture minister in 1983. 

According to report, the Sandinis- 
tas have been helpful to the PLO 
over the years. 

After receiving guerrilla training 
from the PLO in Lebanon and Libya 
starting in the late 1960's, the Sandi- 
nistas “practised their skills by aid- 
ing the PLO in terrorist acts such as 


airline hijackings and the (PLO) 
campaign against King Hussein of 
Jordan. 

“The PLO got help from the San- 
dinis tas in Operations that brought 
the PLO to world attention and 
served as an example for countless 
other terrorists,” the study said. 

The report added that PLO agents 
have been given Nicaraguan pass- 
ports by special arrangement with 
the Sandinista government, thus 
allowing them to travel in western 
countries without their true identi- 
ties becoming known. 

“Nicaragua has become the centre 
for PLO activities throughout Cen- 
tral America and Panama." it said.

‘Black box* of downed Air-India jumbo found by robot 

CORK, Ireland (AP). - Investigators early yesterday found and recovered 
the cockpit voice recorder of Air-India Flight 182, which crashed into the 
Atlantic faiHn g all 329 people on board, and said they expected to find the 
flight data recorder nearby. 

The so-called “black box,” which investigators hope will shed light on why 
the Boeing 747 went down off Ireland June 23 without radioing a distress call, 
was located by an underwater robot and brought aboard the French vessel 
Leon Theuevin “in fairly good shape,” H.S. Kbola, India's director of 
aviation safety, said. 

Khola said the underwater robot, known as a Scarab Submersible, was sent 
back down immediately to search for the jumbo jet’s flight data recorder, 
which takes continuous readings of the aircraft’s key mechanical and 
electrical systems.

LONDON (Reuter). - Australia, 
troubled by batsmen out of form, 
and England, anxious to sharpen 
their new ball attack, both still seek 
toe ideal blend as the third act in the 
Ashes drama unfolds. at Nottingham 
today. - 

England’s five-wicket wm in the 
first test and Australia’s swift riposte 
at Lord’s where they won by four 
wickets to level the six-match cricket 
series confirmed how evenly match- 
ed they are, buz left them with prob- 
lems unresolved. 

Austr alia go into tbe third test at 
Trent Bridge with opener Graeme 
Wood's sequence of low scores caus- 
ing most concern.. And there must 
still be a question mark over middle 
order batsman David Boon .at test 
level despite his run spree against the 
counties. 

Wood, whose 50 caps make him 
Australia's second most experienced 
batsman behind ra pfain Allan Bor- 
der, totalled 31 in his first four 
innings of the series. Boon managed 
41. 

With neither opener Andrew Hil- 
ditch nor number three Kepler Wes- 
seJs in consistently good test form, 
Australia may be reluctant to omit 
Wood at Nottingham. If they keep 
faith with toe West Australian left- 
hander, the touring team must de- 
cide whether to retain Boon or play a 
fifth bowler. 

Their policy for toe first two Teste 
was to have only four bowlers, in- 
cluding all-rounder Simon O'Don- 
nell, who is in the apprentice stage of 
bis Test career. 

Australia have included pace bow- 
ler Dave Gilbert in their squad for 
the third cricket Test against Eng- 
land starting at Trent Bridge here 
today. 

The 24-year-old New South Wales 
fast bowler earned his selection with 
a seven-wicket haul in toe match 
against Essex which ended in a draw. 
But Australian captain Allan Border 
was not prepared to say whether 
Gilbert would make the final eleven. 

“I have to stew it over,” he said. 
‘Tm not sure in my own mind yet.” 

The pitch is expected to be good 
for batsmen, but with enough 
bounce and pace to reward fast bow- 
lers. 

The expectation of such condi- 
tions, as well as long-term needs, 
have dearly encouraged England to 
continue their search for genuine 
speed in their attack. 

They have recalled Jon Agnew, a 
tall and lean quick bowler whose two 
previous Test appearances were 
against West Indies and Sri Lanka 
last •season. Since recovering from 
ihjliiy in May; Agnew has bowled 
•effectively for Leicestershire under 
toe eye of -his county, and England, 
captain, David Gower. 

If England retain spinners Phil 
Edmondes and John Emburey, they 
must omit one of the pacemeu - 
Agnew, Paul Aliott or Arnie Side- 
bottom, 12th man at Lord's but 
originally overlooked for Notting- 
ham until his late indusion following 
an injury to NeO Foster. 

In any event, the chosen pair 
would be supported by the irrep- 
ressible Ian Botham, whose exploits 
in the second Test reminded Austra- 
lia that his knack of rising to the big 
occasion can still make him a danger- 
ous customer with the ball. 


Strike against 
All Blacks 


PORT ELIZABETH (Reuter). - 
Workers at Volkswagen’s South 
African vehide plant downed tools 
yesterday in protest against a man- 
agement decision to lend minibuses 
for. a controversial rugby tour by 
New Zealand starting this month. 

Volkswagen said 3,500 black and 
coloured (mixed-race) workers were 
on strike at its Uitenhage plant after 
they found out about the 12 mini- 
buses. 

The vebides were being lent as a 
promotion to boost sales in a de- 
pressed market and safeguard jobs, 
a spokesman said. 

Trade union official John Gomo- 
mo told Reuters: “The workers are 
not prepared to handle those combis 
(minibuses) because of the interna- 
tional compaign against the tour of 
the All Blacks.” 

The All Blacks are due to leave for 
South Africa on July 17 and to play 
their first game on July 24.

The frustration of not being part 
of the decision-making process was 
echoed by virtually all the speakers 
at the gathering -at which not one of 
the women Knesset members spoke, 
although several sat silently on the 
xiostrum. 

Six Cabinet members were pre- 
sent, although this may have been 
because the special women’s session . 
was to- be. followed by four no- 
confidence motions. 

At the opening the special Knesset 
session, House Speaker Shlomo 
Hillel also remarked on women's 
lack of progress in the political-field: 
“Ten years ago there were nine 
women Knesset Members, and to- 
day there are 10. At this rate ,” Hillel 
said it will take 500 years to correct 
the imbalance.” His remarks were 
greeted by applause. 

The Israeli delegates to the Nairo- 
bi conference hardly needed Prime 
Minister Peres’s warning against the 
inevitable attempts by Arab dele- 
gates to turn the conference into an 
anti-Israeli forum, as at previous UN 
conferences on the status of women 
when Zionism was equated with rac- 
ism. In bis address, the prime minis- 
ter also managed to get in a plea for 
the new austerity measures. ■ 

After the Prime Minister’s 
speech, Tawfik Toubi, of the Demo- 
cratic Front far Peace and Equality 
took the floor and demanded to 
know why the Knesset shouldn’t 
debate the fact that the' Israeli gov- 
ernment had still not ratified the 
International Charter on Women’s 
Rights. 

Although signed by an Israeli rep- 
resentative five years ago when it 
was first drawn up, the government 
and Knesset have not yet ratified the 
charter.

“THE CONCEPT of women’s 
prayer groups is pushing the fron-

Monday. But he urged cooperation, 
not confrontation, between women 
seeking change and the Orthodox 
establishment. 

Hk one-day convention was held 
during the Rabbin cal Council of 
America (RCA) jubilee conference 
in Jerusalem. . Ibe women’s confer- 
ence, which included workshop ses- 
sions and a prayer meeting, - was 
initiated by the Women’s Lobby in 
an attempt to create awareness of 
' women’s issues in the Rabbinical ' 
Council. 

But as Women’s Lobby head. 


Prof. Alice Shalvi, told the gather- 
ing, “The immediate reason for our 
conference is that we needed to be 
put on the RCA’s agenda, but the 
great pity is that we are not on fife 
agenda of the Israeli rabbinate.” . - 


Among the scattering of men at 
the gathering was Rabbi Benjamin 
WaUfish, executive vice president of ' 
the RCA (and father of Avi) who 
took exception to reports in the press 
that the Rabbinical Council had 
come out against women’s prayer 
groups. “It’s true that many in the 
RCA leadership are opposed to the 
idea, and that is probably the reason 
it wasn't on the agenda, but the 
RCA, as an organization, has not 
made any such statement,” he said. 


Benjamin Wallfisb went on to say 


that many prominent Orthodox rab- 
bis in the U.S: are in fact deeply 
concerned about women's issues in 
. Judaism particularly the problem of 
agunoi, or women whose husbands 
have disappeared and who are there- 
fore unable to remarry. “We have 
created a special commission to deal 
with problems of divorce and have 
proposed a pre-nuptial agreement to 
prevent (women becoming) agunot. 
But the c ommissi on was denounced 
for this radical proposal, he said. 

The RCA is, in fact, the only 
Orthodox body in the Diaspora that 
recognizes Israel’s Chief Rabbinate, 
and both chief rabbis attended this 
week's jubilee conference. But, as 
Rabbi WaUfish admitted, the RCA 
has a very hunted influence on the 
rabbis in Israel. “We have no real 


feel for what's going on here,” he 
said. “Women in Israel are, in gener- 
al, less liberated than women in 
America. Women's prayer groups is 
such a volatile issue in America , that 
we can’t come to any conclusions, 
and wouldn't presume to advise the 
Israeli rabbinate.” 

The Women's Lobby conference 
ended with a women's prayer meet- 
ing, and the signing of a petition to 
the RCA protesting the absence of 
women’s issues on the rabbis' con- 
ference agenda and RCA statements 
opposing “the growing attempts of 
Orthodox women to find an 
appropriate expression for their spir- 
ituality in Tora study.”

least a promise by the government to 
eventually adopt its recommenda- 
tions, but it wasn’t to be. 

The charter, drawn up by member 
countries of the UN as part of the 
Women's Decade, contains specific 
undertakings to stop discrimination 
against women. It would serve as a 
guide to legislation advancing the 
status of women. 

The document ratification 
would demonstrate the govern- 
ment's willingness to give more than 
Up service to the idea of equality. 

Ratification of any international 
document involves a lengthy process 
of determining whether it is' contrary 
to any existing state laws. In fact, 
some Israeli laws do contradict the 
declarations of the Charter on 
Women's Rights - with regard to 
equal employment opportunities 
and the right to work night shifts, 
and under equal tax laws. 

Section 16 of the charter could be 
especially problematic for Israeli 
lawmakers - as this calls for “taking 
all appropriate measures to stop dis- 
crimination against women with re- 
gard to marriage and family rela- 
tions." In Israel. Jews and non-Jews 
alike are subject to religious laws in 
matters of marriage and divorce. 
The government, however, can 
ratify the charter with certain re- 
servations, and Section 16 will surely 
be one of these - if the Knesset ever 
gets around to this discussion. 

Politically, however, there is an 
even more problematic section, 
which states that full equality be- 
tween men and women is only possi- 
ble under conditions of true peace, 
Le., nuclear disarmament and the 
self-determination of all peoples 
ruled by a foreign or colonial power. 
There is concern in the Foreign 
Ministry that formal reservations 
over this section would be an open 
invitation in Nairobi to further 
accusations of Israeli repression of 
Palestinians.

Political skirmishing 
sure to mar parley 


SOME 10,000 women are converg- 
ing on Nairobi this week and next for 
what promises to be a politically- 
charged review of the plight of the 
world's women over the past decade. 

Political skirmishing has marred 
preparations for the UN conference 
- officially billed as a review of the 
UN’s Decade for Women which 
ends this year - and threatens to 
cany on into the two-week meeting] 

The U.S. and some western sup- 
porters are insisting that such topics 
as the effect of South Africa’s apart- 
heid system on its women and the 
plight of Palestinian women in the 
administered territories be kept off 
the agenda. 

Positions tai .en by the U.S. on one 
hand and Third World states on the 
other were so entrenched at prepara- 
tory meetings in Vienna last March 
and New York in May that the 
conference, which starts on July 15, 
has no draft agenda. 

One participant at the preparatory 
meetings who declined to be identi- 
fied said they “ended in near chaos” 
and “there were the usual threats of 
a possible American walkout at 
Nairobi." 

The UN session is being preceded 
by a forum for non-governmental 
organisations (NGO) with scores of 
workshops around the Kenyan capit- 
al on themes ranging from female 
equality to the role of women in rural 
Africa. 


outside the home: The report re- 
veals, for instance, that women have 
been coming into the labour market 
at a rate of 10 million a year through- 
out the decade and that they now 
number 676 million - or 35 per cent 
of the world's entire official labour 
force, compared to 31 per cent in 
1950. 

In politics, too, though progress is 
painfully slow, women are beginning 
to make their presence felt in some 
countries. Between 20 and 30 per 
cent of elected members of parlia- 
ment in Denmark, Sweden and Fin- 
• land are women. Figures are similar 
for some countries with centrally- 
planned economies - 33 per cent in 
tiie Soviet Union, for instance, and 
21 per cent in China. But in other 
parts of the world the totals are 
disappointing: in most of Europe 
women take less than 11 per cent of 
government seats and in the major- 
ity of developing countries women's 
political participation is equally low. 

On the debit side, the report 
emphasizes one fundamental obsta- 
cle to the advancement of women: 
“The results point, again and again, 
to the major underlying cause of 
women's inequality. A woman’s 
domestic role as wife and mother - 
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... I anticipate the first two or three 
days jin Nairobi] will be bogged 
down by procedural matters.” he 
added. 

A Nairobi U.S. Embassy spokes- 
man said the U.S. had four main 
areas of interest: Women in develop- 
ment, women refugees, violence in 
the family and family planning. 

“If apartheid. Palestine or the new 
international economic order came 
up during discussions, fine. But the 
U.S. would not like to see these 
issues dominate the meeting.” he 
said. 


Assistant Secretary of State for 
International Organizations Greg- 
ory Newell said in Nairobi recently 
that the U.S. had no quarrel with the 
right of UN members to air political 
grievances. 


Neither the forum nor the UN 
conference has an agenda beyond 
some broad guidelines on the theme

conference to open without a draft 
agenda in the bag, ready to be 
adopted by the opening session,’’ a 
worried Western diplomat told Reu- 
ters.

which is vital to the well-being of 
society - is unpaid and undervalued. 

“There can be few generalizations 
that bold as .true throughout the 
world”, says the report. “Unpaid 
domestic work everywhere is seen as 
woman’s responsibility. ” 

The problem is that domestic 
work is not the only workwomen do. 
The report points out: “There are 
relatively few women anywhere in 
the world who can claim to be ‘just a 
housewife'.” In Europe, for inst- 
ance, 35 per cent of married women 
have a job. In fact, says the report, 
‘it is a very rare family indeed which 
can manage on the labour of just one 
family member.” 

This is the reason why, worldwide, 
women work twice as many hours as 
men. Such a double burden of work 
is unjust in itself. But the report 
spells out the profound effect of 
women's domestic role in every 
aspect of their lives. And it describes 
bow their dual role - as both mothers 
and breadwinners - interacts with 
major social and economic world 
trends systematically to women's 
disadvantage. 

Their domestic responsibilities 
prevent women from devoting them- 
selves to their jobs and means many 


are forced to take unskilled, badly- 
paid, temporary or part-time posi- 
tions. Such jobs are often more 
vulnerable to recession and the re- 
port reveals that, in many industrial- 
ized countries, women outnumber 
men among the unemployed. 

In the developing world, women's 
domestic responsibilities can have 
equally important effects. In Africa, 
for instance, where women do three- 
quarters of the agricultural work - 
ou top of their domestic chores of 
fetching water and firewood, cook- 
ing, cleaning, bearing and caring for 
children - there is evidence that their 
inability to cope with the sheer 
quantity of their work leads to smal- 
ler harvests. 

The amount of domestic work 
women do is bad enougb. But the 
report shows that the assumption 
that domestic work is all women do is 
equally damaging. It means girls’ 
education tends to be oriented to- 
wards training them to be wives 
rather than career women. It also 
means, says the report, “that though 
women grow around half of the 
world’s food, they own hardly any 
land, find it difficult to get loans and 
are overlooked by agricultural advis- 
ers and projects.” 
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Pentagon said to get more 
funds than Reagan wanted 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Even 
with congressional budget cuts, the 
Pentagon has received more money" 
for defence over the past four years 
than President Reagan said was 
needed when he took office. Con- 
gressman Les Aspin charged this 
week. 

“The Pentagon has actually gotten 
more real resources than it re- 
quested in 1981. The Defence De- 
partment is flush." said Aspin. a 
Wisconsin Democrat and chairman 
of the powerful House of Repre- 
sentatives Armed Services Commit- 
tee. 

Aspin's speech was expected to 
serve as more ammunition for con- 
gressmen who are still battling with 
the Reagan Administration and Sen- 
ate Republicans over the 1986 milit- 
ary budget. 

The House has voted to spend 
S292.6 billion, while the Senate has 
authorized $302.5 billion. 

Aspin said last May that by over- 
estimating inflation in its budget cal- 
culations during the past four years. 


the Pentagon had reaped an extra 
S18b- to $50b. that it did not need. 

The Administration estimated in- 
flation in 19S3 at 6.5% and in 1984 at 
4.9%. It turned out to be 3.9% and 
3.4% respectively. 

Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, in a letter to Aspin, 
calculated inflation savings at 
$61. 7b. over the four years, and said 
“they will produce no new windfall.” 

In his letter. Weinberger said 
Reagan asked for $1 ,090b. from 
1982 to 1985 for his defence build- 
up, and that Congress approved 
S996.2b., or 97.6%. Of the differ- 
ence, $95.2b., Weinberger said 
$26. 7b. resulted because of prog- 
ramme reductions mandated by 
Congress. Another $61. 7b. came 
from inflation savings, he said. 

Aspin faulted Weinberger’s ex- 
planation of where the funds had 
gone, saying: “It proves the Penta- 
gon doesn't know where the money 
has gone and it proves that the 
current system for coping with infla- 
tion, if one can deign to call it that, is 
lousy.” 


Political stability helps 
fuel boom on Milan bourse 


MILAN (Reuter). - Italy's new- 
found political stability and renewed 
interest in company shares by both 
domestic and foreign investors are 
fuelling one of the most prolonged 
booms' in the history of the Milan 
bourse. 

The bourse took off late last year 
and shares have risen almost without 
interruption, apart from pauses for 
profit-taking, as investors nervously 
awaited the outcome of local elec- 
tions in May and a referendum on 
wage indexation in June. 

The decisive defeat of the opposi- 
tion Communists in both nationwide 
polls injected renewed optimism 
into the market and the exchange’s 
most comprehensive index, the MIB 
index, has soared to record highs. 

The index, covering 194 listed 
stocks, now stands at a new peak of 
5,104 points. A gain of 51% since the 
beginning of the year, when it was at 
3,380. 

“You have to go back as far as 
1960/61 to find a boom comparable 


to what we have at the moment.” 
says Giovanni Bottazzi, chief stat- 
istician at the bourse. 

Daily turnover has consistently 
averaged 100 billion lire (£53m.) in 
recent weeks, five times higher than 
average turnover levels a year ago, 
Bottazzi said. 

A major factor underpinning the 
boom has been sustained buying by 
institutional investors in the U.S., 
Britain, West Germany and France, 
analysts say. 

According to the Rome-based 
study group Studi Finanziari, 4,000 
billion lire ($2. 13b.) has poured into 
Italian stocks from abroad in the first 
half of 1985, equivalent to more than 
40% of bourse turnover. 

“Foreigners started making selec- 
tive investments about 18 months 
ago, attracted by Italy's improved 
economic outlook and in anticipa- 
tion of a weakening in the dollar.” a 
stock analyst with a leading Milan 
brokerage house told Reuters. 


Austria and Israel agree to science pact

Just basic 
facts and 

figures 

Ask not what you should do, but what is going on. 
Investment decisions have become not easier but harder, 
in the wake of the new economic policy, now ten days 
old. Not surprisingly, the public is now becoming more 
cautious in its approach, after a week of running amok on 
the markets. 

The Bank of Israel, that fount of wisdom, at least 
merits marks for consistency: It never knew what was 
going on, and it remains sitting on the fence even now. 
That's fair enough, since the data for making any 
decisions are totally lacking. These basic facts refer to 
inflation, devaluation and interest rates - the inputs of 
the in vestment-derision -making process. 

First, what is the rate of devaluation today? Answer - 
zero, as long as we’re talking in dollar terms. The fact 
that the dollar is plunging in the world currency markets 
complicates the foreign-currency investment scene, but 
we will use a simple model, wherein the dollar proxies for 
all foreign currencies. Thus, the first stage is straightfor- 
ward - as of this moment, there is no devaluation in the 
economy. 

Next, what has the rate of devaluation been so far this 
year? This, too. is easily disposed of. Using 1,500 as the 
current rate and 638 as the rate at the end of 1984, it 
emerges that the rate of devaluation has been 135% so 
far this year. 

Now, we will try something difficult. What will the rate 
of devaluation be over the next 2 Vi months? 

Even according to the official plan this is supposed to 
remain “very low,” but it is not fully clear bow low. The 
Bank of Israel says that so long as there is no inflation, it 
will bold the devaluation down, so that it passes the buck 
over to inflation. Let's leave the dollar, for a moment, 
and see what the score is on inflation. 

For the five months, January-May, inflation totalled 
71% - that much is official and published. However, we 
are in mid-July and we now know more than that June, 
by all accounts saw inflation of about 20%. and this 
would take the total for the first half year to 105%. 
(Explanation: 71% means the index stands at 171, 
compared to a base on January 1 of 100. 171 times 1.2 
gives 205, or 105% inflation). 

However, we know still more than this. July is only ten 
days old. but we have been assured that inflation will 
total 25-27% for the month, because of all the rises 
announced in late June and on July 1. The index for each 
month measures the average level of prices in one month 
over the preceding one, but whereas in a normal month 
rises are spread over the length of the month, in July they 
were all in by July 2. 

Thus we can rest assured that the 105% has been 
increased by, say, 26%, gving a compounded total of 
158% for January-July (because 205 times 1.26 equals 
258, or 158% more than the base). 

Ail this is “in the bag,” even if -and this is the big if - 
the rate of inflation is now zero, because everyone is 
obeying the price freeze. 

Please note that the rate of inflation is thus higher than 
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that of devaluation, by 158% to 135% (this is 10% more, 
not 23% because 258/235=1.1) despite foe official policy 
and claim that there is an ongoing “real” devaluation^ 

Granted, for trade purposes, the devaluation of the 
“basket erf currencies” has been greater, because of the 
dollar's weakness, but from an investment point of view- 
particularly since patam is. now blocked - the choice 
remains between doDar-linked assets and index-linked 
ones. 

These are the key foots and figures that are known or 
that we can be fairly confident about. Now we have to try 
and pierce the dandy future. Suppose, first, that the plan 
works and the exchange rate remains around 1,500 or 
rises very slowly. According to the Treasury, August will 
see another 12% increase in prices. Even if we reduce 
this to 10%, this will boost the consumer price index from 
258 to 284, or 184% inflation, while the devaluation rate 
holds steady at 135%. 

This is an important discovery, because it means that if 
the new policy foDows its plotted path, and given the 
sluggish growth of exports in the background, the 
likelihood of another devaluation - but much larger than 
the last one - becomes overwhelming. 

If the dollar continues to fall we will also see the 
export-sector reverse its moanings about losses on Euro- 
pean exports to losses on U.S. exports - after all the 
ministries told them to concentrate on increasing exports 
to foe U.S. 

Furthermore, we will see the investing public complain 
that it has no convenient foreign currency investment 
vehicle otter than dollars, which it will ho longer want. 
We shall probably see foe government switch its financ- 
ing to bonds linked to non-dollar currencies or “basket- 
linked bonds." 

Now, suppose that the plan does not work. Here the 
number of variables becomes quite horrendous. Will 
unlinked shekel interest rates be bumped upwards 
remorselessly in the wake of sky-rocketing inflation? If 
they are, will anyone bother with shekel invest m ents as 
we go into bona-fide hyperinflation? 

Conversely, will index-linked bonds have any attrac- 
tion when the index lags so for behind the pace of change 
in the value of money?

David Stockman resigns 
‘to make more money* 


.WASHINGTON (Reuter). - U.S. 
Budget Director David Stockman, 
who has frequently been in trouble 
with foe White House for public 
criticisms of Administration policy, 
is leaving government for a well- 
paying job on Wall Street. 

• Stockman's resignation, effective 
August 1. was announced Tuesday 
by the White House. No successor 
was named. 

The 3$-year-old Stockman, who 
has held the budget post, throughout 
President Reagan's four-and-a-haif 
years in office, told Reagan on Toes- . 
day morning that be was accepting a 
job with foe Salomon Brothers In- 
vestment House. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said Reagan accepted the 
resignation with regret, but under- 
stood cabinet officials “owe it to 
their families and their careers to 
move on.” 

Stockman became a father for the 
first time this spring and officials say 
he left to make more money and not 
because of differences with Admi- 
nistration policy. 

“Hell make almost as much as a 
third baseman in the major 
leagues," Wyoming Senator' Alan 
Simpson, a Republican, jokingly 
told reporters in reference to foe 
high salaries of professional baseball 
players, many of whom, earn hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annual- 
ly. Stockman earned £75,000 as 
budget director.- 

White House officials insisted 
Stockman’s departure would not 
hamper efforts to reduce foe Federal 
budget deficit, which is expected to 
reach £213 billion this year. 

Stockman previously offered bis 
resignation in November, 1981 , after 
pubiication df an interview with the 
Atlantic Monthly magazine, in which 
he voiced doubts about some Admi- 
nistration economic policies.

The prematurely grey-haired 
Stockman told Atlantic the Adminis- 
tration's across-the-board tax cat 
was a “Trojan Horse," chiefly de- 
signed to help foe rich. 

At that time, Reagan called Stock- 
man to the White House for a severe 
tongue-lashing, but he rejected the 
resignation, apparently in the belief 
that Stockman's expertise in budget- 
ary affairs was essential. 

But in 1984, as Reagan's first term 
was drawing to a close. Stockman 
said in another interview that no 
more budget cuts co.uld be made. 
This clearly implied that a tax in- 
crease, anathema to the White 
House, was the only alternative to 
reduce foe deficit. 

Stockman also found hmself in 
trouble earlier this year when he 
suggested U.S. military leaders were 
more concerned with protecting 
their pensions, than national 
security.

-in Holon, is located in the capital's 
Har Hahotzvim science-based indns- 
tiy campus on the Ramot Road. 

Among its neighbours there are 
Intel Electronics, AVX, Teva, 
Gamatronics, -Phasecom, Condor 
Pacific and almost a dozen more 
high-tech companies.

Atomic clock plant 
opens in Jerusalem 


The fledgling Jerusalem plant will 
take TFL up the technological lad- 
der a rung or two, by producing 
ultra-predse crystals and a line of 
cesium and rubidium atomic docks.

‘Heal devaluation of 60 % 
is needed to boost exports*

The cumulative erosion in import 
and export prices since 1978 
amounts to 60% in dollar terms, and 
this must be repaired if a lasting and 
meaningful improvement in the ba- 
lance of payments is to be achieved. 
This is the central finding in a new 
report by Euroteam, a Tel. Aviv- 
based consultancy firm owned by 
Dr. Manfred Gerstenfeld and Dan 
Barzel. ' 

The study also contends that a 
massive cut-back in imports will not 
necessarily lead to a reduction in 
exports' or impact negatively on 
Israel's defence posture - although 
this is often claimed. The fact that 
imports rose by one third between 
1980 and 1983 while exports hardly 
rose, shows that there is no direct 
link between the two, claim the 
authors of the report. 

The objective of reducing the ba- 
lance of payments deficit ‘can be 
approached from two angles, the 
report notes. Either aggregate de- 
mand and imports can be cut back, 
or exports can.be. increased. In prac- 
tice, however, the figures cited show 
that in the period from 1978-1984 
prices of imports in shekel terms 
eroded by 35% compared to the 
consumer price index, while export 
prices fell by 38%. In other words, 
imports became cheaper compared 
to other prices, while exports be- 
came less worthwhile. In total, to 
return the relative price level to that 
existing in 1978, a real devaluation of 
60% would be needed.

Another conclusion of the report 
is that the proportion of exports and 
imports in Israel's economy is un- 
usually high by the standards' of most 
Western countries, but less so com- 
pared to small trade-oriented coun- 
tries. such as Holland and Belgium. 
Where Israel is unique is in the gap 
betwen its imports and its exports. 
Imports are 40% larger than ex- 
ports, more than twice the gap of any 
other country. 

. Finally, it is noted that if a large 
real devaluation were implemented, 
it would benefit most those “low- 
^ tech", industries such as food and 
' textiles, which accounted for 40%T>f 
total exports in 1984 and which are in 
danger of extinction if the current 
relative price regime remains in 
force. 

The loss of these industries as 
exporters would mean that the huge 
investments made in them would be 
wasted and large amounts of money 
would have fo be spent on severance 
pay, retraining and new investment. 
These industries, on the other hand, 
could be profitable under the correct 
. exchange rate policy.

Dollar hurt by low 
interest rates and 
weakU.S. economy 

LONDON (AP). - Pessimism about 
the U.S. economy and the prospect 
of lower U.S. interest rates pushed 
the dollar to its lowest this year 
against major hard currencies 
yesterday. Gold was little changed. 

Currency dealers said investors 
were switching money out of the 
dollar and into the pound sterling to 
take advantage of high British in- 
terest rates. 

The pound rose to SI. 3842. its 
highest since June 14, 19$4. Sterling 
was quoted at SI .3668 Tuesday. 

The dollar fell below 9 French 
francs for the first time since 
September 4, 1984. 

Dealers saw little prospect of fas- 
ter economic growth in the U.S. and 
said they expected the U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board would soon cut its 
7.5% discount rate to 7%. 

The U.S. economic boom and 
high U.S. interest rates have been 
the major factors behind the dollar's 
strength in the past year. 

In Tokyo, the dollar closed at 
244.60 Japanese yen. down from 
246.05 yen Tuesday. Later, in Lon- 
don. the dollar was quoted at 243.35 
yen. 

Other late dollar rates, compared 
with late Tuesday's levels: - 2.9395 
West German marks, down from 
2.9560: - 2.4435 Swiss francs, down 
from 2.4745: - 8.9150 French francs, 
down from 9.0350: - 3.3065 Dutch 
guilders, down from 3.3320: - 
1.883.00 Italian lire, down from 
1.889.50; - 1.3520 Canadian dollars, 
down from 1.3536.

Index rose was due entirely to the 
gains scored in the “arrangement" 
sector by the dol lar-1 inked bank 
shares, which are coming back into 
favour, despite the fact that the 
dollar exchange rate is still steady. 
The feet that the other currencies are 
gaining versus the dollar, and the 
shekel is thus losing in value against 
them is. of course, no compensation 
to holders of these securities. 

Certainly all the traders, and in- 
deed the entire market, are looking 
over their shoulders all the time at 
the labour front to try and ascertain 
whether the new policy is going to be 
brought to an untimely end. having 
barely begun, by a wave of strikes. "" 

No clear-cut answer is yet avail- 
able, but the uncertainty is doing the 
market no good, as the declining 
volume and interest show. Even in 
the banks the pace of patam conver- 
sions has slackened, running at $40 
million yesterday, as more and more 
investors move to the sidelines to 
await developments.

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Who governs? 


THE MUZZLING of the prime minister by action- of the 
Histadrut last night was an unspeakable outrage. 

Shimon Peres eiTed in trying earlier this week to wilfully 
appropriate television time to sell the economic austerity 
programme. But his error is as nothing compared to the 
effrontery of the Histadrut, and presumably Mr. Kessar 
himself, in denying Mr. Peres the right to speak his mind on 
the Moked interview programme — and the nation its right to 
hear him. 

The Histadrut may legitimately demand equal time to rebut 
the premier's arguments. But it cannot claim the right to shut 
him up. 

The issue is no longer who has the better case. The issue is 
who is running the country. The cooperation of the Histadrut is 
still important in the effort to keep order and check anarchy 
while the government seeks to snatch Israel from the jaws of 
economic catastrophe. But not while the labour federation sets 
itself up as a coercive power seeking to bludgeon the govern- 
ment into submission and the prime minister - elected to 
represent the people - into silence. 

Last night's blank television screen was, therefore, full of 
foreboding. The Histadrut. it seems, has embarked on a 
dangerous course that is not likely to lead to the democratic 
salvation of the workers, but rather to invite the kind of chaos 
that leads ultimately to tyranny. 


MKs above the law 


THAT KEEPER of the parliamentary conscience, the Knesset 
House Committee, this week covered itself, and the entire 
Israeli parliamentary system, with shame and ignominy. 

By a lopsided vote of 13 to 4. with one abstention, the 
committee flatly turned down the attorney-general's request 
that it approve lifting the immunity of Shlomo Amar, an 
Alignment-Yahad Knesset member, so that he could stand trial 
on charges of violating the Wiretapping Law. The offence, 
allegedly committed by Mr. Amar before he was elected to the 
Knesset last year, stemmed from the internal politics of the 
Egged bus cooperative, in which he had served as a senior 
executive. 

Three of Mr. Amar's Egged colleagues, who are unlucky 
enough not to be members of the Knesset, will stand trial on 
these charges. For they, unlike him. are not above the law as 
interpreted by the House Committee. 

That interpretation cannot be allowed to stand. The Knesset 
originally granted its members immunity from prosecution in 
order to prevent their harassment by the executive branch. This 
was early in the state's history, before the democratic system 
took root and a relationship of trust was established between 
rulers and the parliamentary opposition. The change is illus- 
trated by the fact that for the past three decades - until this 
week - the House Committee never used its right to turn down 
the attorney-general's request that it act to lift a deputy's 
immunity. 

The committee's right, it seemed to have been settled, does 
not extend to an examination of the nature of the charges and 
the quality of the evidence brought against an accused Knesset 
member. The committee, in other words, is not a court of law: 
the only ground on which it may uphold the claim of immunity 
is a reasoned conviction that the attorney-general has moved 
against the accused parliamentarian out of improper, such as 
political, motives. 

This week the settled jurisprudence has been brutally 
overthrown by the committee. There was no suggestion - at 
least no open suggestion - that Prof. Yitzhak Zamir was 
seeking Mr. Amar's political ruin. The lone law professor on 
the committee, the Alignment’s David Libai, volunteered the 
opinion that die evidence in the case was too flimsy for 
conviction, but he properly deferred in the end to the attorney- 
general's judgment and joined the small minority of those who 
backed the lifting of the immunity. 

What was it. then, chat prompted the majority, cutting right 
across party lines, to take its unprecedented decision? There 
axe no ready explanations, and those that have been proposed 
add up to a severe indictment of the committee. 

__Politics may have been the reason. Alignment members may 
members representing th^fckud'Hfe^KaVfc 
over to their side. Or perhaps the committee was trying, 
without admitting it, to express its lack of confidence in the 
attorney-general. Prof. Zamir has lately come underfire, from 
both the right and left, for supposed lack of vigour in enforcing 
the law, whether against Kahanists or PLO supporters. Such 
criticism is legitimate when it is made openly. When it is 
conveyed by implication, it is an affront to the rule of law. 

Alignment Knesset Member Aharon Nahmias has proposed 
that it is unfair to have the Wiretapping Law tested for the first 
time In a court case involving a Knesset member. It is not 
apparently unfair to subject three ordinary citizens to the same 
treatment. 

This elitist philosophy, in effect proclaimed by the House 
Committee this week, must be knocked down. If the notion of 
the Knesset member as a superior and privileged person, raised 
far above the base multitude, and wholly immune to the legal 
process, ran be derived from the Immunity Law, then that law 
itself must be drastically amended, and most urgently by taking 
away the immunity from criminal prosecution. 

It is good news that an amendment to this effect is soon to be 
tabled by two Likud deputies. Knesset members from the 
Alignment should rush to join them.

One of Cox's supervisors wrote 
following a flight, “Smiling is an 
integral part of the job, so concen- 
trate on a friendly facial express- 
ion." 


THE LATEST search for 
the Yeti, or abominable 

snowman, has failed, but 

hope is not lost, explorer Bill Grant 
said in London recently. 

Grant, who has been combing the 
Himalayas for five years is search of 
the mysterious creature, told a news 
conference: “I am quite certain that 
the Yeti does exist somewhere in the 
mountains and iris likely char s imilar 
creatures are living in remote parts 
of Russia and China." 

He said his latest expedition was 
to have been his last, but he had 
derided to try again in October. “I 
cannot give up now,” he said. 

He said Soviet scientists had re- 
ported seeing a large ape-like crea- 
ture in Siberia which was definitely 
not a man, but he thinks China is a 
more likely place because it is less 
explored. 

“The panda was not discovered 
there until 1925, and it must hold the 
most promise for discovering this 
creature/' he said. 

During his expedition last year 
Grant photographed a large foot- 
print. but it turned out to be man- 
made. He also left out cans of beer in 
the snow to tempt the yeti.

ONE OF the great, unappreciated 
economic commentaries of all time 
was contained in a song from the 
musical, Gypsy , with the refrain, 
“You gotta have a gimmick." 

I mention this matter because I 
can think of no better way to char- 
acterize the last five years of Israeli 
economic policy. As the Israeli eco- 
nomy has continued its nosedive into 
insolvency, governments have 
shown enthusiasm for every conceiv- . 
able gimmick that would enable 
them to avoid making real decisions 
for economic recovery. 

* We had ex-Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor’s gimmick, “Correct 
Economics," based on the original 
notion of fighting inflation by print- 
ing money. 

Then we had the “Plessner Plan," 
from former Bank of Israel Deputy 
Governor Yalrir Plessner, based on 
fighting inflation by overvaluing the 
shekel. 

Finally, we were blessed with a 
series of “package deals” by the 
national unity government, a gim- 
mick that fought inflation by wishing 
it away with negotiations and price 
controls. 

The latest round of economic poli- 
cy through gimmi cks was announced 
on July 1, 1985. Hie new plan does 
contain a few positive strands. It 
reduces the gap between the nomin- 
al and effective exchange rates, and 
it temporarily reduces wage indexa- 
tion and labour costs. 

But have no fears, friends. This 
programme won’t work either. The 
reason it won’t work is that it doesn’t 
begin to address the root cause of 
Israeli inflation and stagnation - the 
overwhelmingly excessive scope of 
government spending and control. 
LET US first say what would really 
work. Israeli economic recovery will 


only be possible when there is a cut 
in die scale of government spending 
by S3 to $4 billion at the very least 
(and preferably more), together 
with a total bait to government bor- 
rowing. Moreover, government con- 
trol and interference would have to 
be eliminated in the capital markets, 
international trade, resource alloca- 
tion and the labour market. 

Now the government did make a 
few noises about a $1.5 billion 
budget cut that immediately 
changed into noises about a $0.75 
billion budget cut. Of that, it turns 


deals", have failed to diminish die 
government’s enthusiasm for price 
controls, which have never worked 
in the history of mankind. Israeli 
infla tion has been altered from a. 
smoothly rising path, where prices 
soar at a fairly regular and predict- 
able rate, to a path of “stain,” where 
short periods of suppressed inflation 
are followed by astronomical leaps 
of prices at random time intervals. 

Given a choice, the former 
smooth path is much to be preferred 
economically to the rickety stairs.

osed cuts are really budget cuts, 
rest being tax bikes. And anyone 
who believes that this government 
will really lower spending even by 
that pittance probably also believes 
in the tooth fairy. . 

The reason that this latest econo- 
mic programme will fail is that it 
does everything except the one and 
only thing that will work. It slashes 
everything but government spend- 
ing. 

It also repeats several of the most 
ominous errors of Israel's recent 
past. The government apparently 
learned nothing from the Aridor 
fiasco, and once again is trying to 
lower inflation by playing games 
with the exchange rate, dumping its 
reserve dollars in an effort to prevent 
shekel devaluation. 

This, of course, merely causes the 
balance of payments to deteriorate, 
resulting in future quantum jumps in 
the exchange rate and prices. Prob- 
ably, it will also cause a new stock 
market crash, as people first bid up 
securities and then dump them when 
the time is ripe to repurchase dollars. 
(This is precisely what caused, the 
collapse of bank stocks in 1983.) 

Moreover, three foiled “package 


THE FUNDAMENTAL fact of 
economic life is that the government 
is still trying to stop inflation without 
lowering its spending and the print- 
ing of money. That is like trymg to 
stop a speeding car while refusing to 
take one’s foot off the throttle. Tap- 
ping the brakes on and off while 
feeding in gasoline just makes the 
car wobble and all the more unst- 
able. 

Another error that has defied cor- 
rection is the notion that Israeli 
inflation can be fought by limiting 
and penalizing savings options. As 
the government closes off patent 
accounts for Israelis, it hopes they 
will politely agree to hold liquid 
shekel savings instead. But people 
may be more likely to decide to bold 
no savings instead and to spend the 
money on goods. Every foil in file 
savings rate makes Israeli recovery 
all the more remote. 

It is difficult to avoid foe feeling 
that economic policy in Israel is 
being conducted with a dart board. 
One day the dart lands in foe area 
that says, “Raise value-added tax to 
17% Then six weeks later another 
dart says, “Now lower it back to 
15%." 

One dart comes along and says. 
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“Travel tax is now up to $300." but 
foe next one along says, “Back you 
go to $250.” 

Some darts slow down foe shekel 
devaluation and others speed it up. 
Some prices are hit by darts that say, 
“You go up," and others are darted, 
“You stay down, sucker. ” 

The government did propose a 
three-per cent reduction in the num- 
ber of public service employees and 
a three-per cent cut in their wages. 
This is foe right direction, but foe 
decimal point is off. A 30-per cent 
reduction in both would have been a 
reasonable first step toward recov- 
ery. But even the three-per cent cut 
may well turn out to be just another 
nrin^e. The only thing the govern- 


ment is seriously trying to slash is’ 
salaries. 


A reasonable position for the His- 
tadrut trade union federation and for 
foe public would be a “two for one" 
rule: “For every two per cent foe 
government budget and bureaucracy 
are really cut. we’ll agree to a oue- 
per cent cut in real wages/’ That is 
fair and that is what will work. 


ACCORDING to news reports. 
Holocaust survivors in Israel pray 
that foe re mains exhumed iu Embu, 
Brazil, turn out not to be those of the 
long-sought Dr. Josef Mengele. 
They would prefer Mengele to be 
alive, so that he can be caught and 
brought to justice. 

German and Israeli spokesmen 
have announced that , as long as the 
forensic verdict is not in , the hunt for 
foe Auschwitz doctor would con- 
tinue. The handful of known Nazi- 
hunters also seem not happy about 
foe alleged discovery, and are equal- 
ly wary (that it may not be) and 
fearful (that-it may be Auschwitz’s 
“Angel of Death"). In foe latter case 
all those Mengele-sigh tings reported 
during a quarter of a century, and all 
those “near-misses” or "almost" 
stories about foeir hunts, ought have 
been self-delusion. 

I myself am also in a quandary. A 
former ambassador of Israel to Para- 
guay, I was convinced that Mengele 
was there in the Sixties, and said so 
in magazines, newspaper interviews, 
on radio and television. 

Some suspect that the alleged dis- 
covery in Brazil is akin to the faked 
Hitler diaries of recent memory. 
They want to believe that it is a 
stratagem concocted by Mengele’s 
family, so that precisely now, when

the heat is on and foe U.S.. Ger- 
many and Israel are closing in on the 
old Nazi, he turns out conveniently 
dead, buried and exhumable. 

I still can't. explain to myself how I 
could have been wrong in foe Sixties. 
Yet the stories coming out from 
Brazil and the photos and other 
material banded by Rqlf Mengele to 
foe German weekly Die Bunte seem 
overwhelming. It is easier to believe 
that Mengele died in Brazil than that 
be is alive, who knows where. . 

.1, for one, would like the find to 
turn out genuine. I wish Mengele 
were dead. I understand those who 
would want to see him brought to 
justice.' But it’s not a question of 
preference. If he is dead, he's dead. 
Besides, there exists no punishment 
commensurate with his crimes. 
Death by torture is unacceptable in 
the dvflized world. What conk! hap- 
pen to him, were he caught now, age 
74? If judged in Germany, which 


holds a first mortgage on him (he 
committed his crime as a German, in 
the name of Germany. None of his 
victims were Israelis, since Israel 
didn't exist at the time), be would be 
sentenced for life, whatever may 
remain of his life. In Israel, due to a 
law passed ad hoc for the Ei dun arm 
trial, be could be hanged, aged 76or 
77. What is one man’s short anguish 
compared to what he did to 400,000 
people? 


WHAT WAS so infuriating about 
Mengele’s survival in freedom was 
that the fiend could get away with 
murder, or rather 400,000 murders, 
due to the obstruction of justice by 
callous governments which sym- 
pathized with him. There was foe 
image, nurtured by Hollywood, of a 
high-living , still powerful man, who 
continued his sinister designs. Nazi- 
hunters reported on trips he made to 
foe U.S., Europe, and South Amer- 


ican countries, where he presumably 
would meet in all Gemuetlichkeit 
with old Nazi pals. Yet foe picture 
that emerges from Sao Paulo is diffe- 
rent. 

If true, he lived foe last 18 years of 
his life as a lonely man, hungry for 
somebody to speak with, who to- 
wards the end fell in love with an all 
but pretty maidservant who 
wouldn't succumb to his desires, 
unless he married her, and who 
broke his heart by marrying sonie- 
' bbdy else. Mengele reportedly was a 
bad sleeper, keeping a Mauser next 
to his bed, as he was “apprehensive 
of being localized by Jews,” shun- 
ning any conversation about foe war. 
Ailing, he had premonitions of death 
and a troubled heart that apparently 
caused his drowning. Quite a come- 
down from foe arrogant SS officer 
and elegant dresser in his heyday at 
Auschwitz. Nor was he, as one could 
assume, swimming in money. His
